Brilliant Illumination. 
On Saturday evening a gorgeou- 
illumination of th e h eavens was wit­ 
nessed in th is latitude and was pos­ 
sibly one of th e most wonderful < x- 
h i bit ions of th e aurora ever seen from 
American cities. 
Th e ph enomeiu n 
was observed by astronomers at th e 
different universities th rough ont ti e 
country and is described as follows I y 
Astronomical Director Hussey, of Aim 
Arbor, M ich igan: 
“Th e brilliant red rose aurora vis 
ble to-nigh t was not altogeth er unex 
» ected. 
In a general way anrora- 
h ava been predicted for about th is 
time. 
To-nigh t’s display naturally 
follows th e appearance of th e great 
iqd spot wh ich h as been visible diir 
<ng th e past week. 
Oth er aurora dis- 
olays may be expected iu th e near fu 
ture.” 
Oth er dispatch es to th e Associated 
Press sh ow th e ph enomenon was wit- j 
nessed at New York, Louisville, Cin 
cinnati, Cleveland, Columbus, Toledo, j 
Detroit, Iudianapolis, and at Illinois I 
and Iowa points, but not at St. Louis. 
Kansas City or Memph is. 
At Cin- j 
cinnati it was first supposed th at tl.e 
city of Hamilton, 25 miles north , wt s 
on lira. 
Th « Associated Prasscorrespondent 
St Lyons, Iowa, gives a typical de­ 
scription asfoiiow s: 
“From aast to west th e north ern sky 
h ere was illuminated by an immense 
h alf circle, flaring upward nearly to 
th e zenith . 
At first it was almost 
blood red, a delicate pink and would 
brigh ten suddenly. 
It began at 6:10 
a. m., and for an Lour was a gorgeous

At 7 o’clock it began disap­ 
pearing.” 
Professor Wm. Harkness. of th e 
United States naval observatory, at 
W ash ington, said th at alth ough th e 
sigh t was a very fine one, yet th e 
greatest display of th is ch aracter h e 
h ad ever ever witnessed was in 1856 
or 1856, wh en th e ligh ts were seen as 
far south as Havana.

settled. 
If th e th eory th at th e ligh ts ( 
are caused by electnc currents th rown ; 
off from th e poles be true, th ey sh ould 
be visible both north and south si ! 
moltaoeously.

B rilliant Illum ination. 


On Saturday evening a gorgeous 
illumination of the heavens was wit- 
t tested in this latitude and was pos­ 
sibly one of the most wonderful ex­ 
hibitions of the aurora ever seen from 
American cities. 
The phenomenc ii 
was observed by astronomers at the 
different universities throughout the 
country and is described as follows I y 
Astronomical Director Hussey, of Ann 
Arbor, M ichigan: 
“The brilliant red rose aurora vis- 
ble to-night was not altogether unex 
ixpcted. 
In -a general way aurora- 
bare been predicted for about this 
am e. 
To-night’s display naturally 
follows the appearance of the great 
mn spot which has been visible dur 
<ng the past week. 
Other aurora d e ­ 
ejays may be expected in the near fu 
fur©.” 
Other dispatches to the Associated 
Press show the phenomenon was wit­ 
nessed at New York, Louisville, Cin­ 
cinnati, Cleveland, Columbus, Toledo, 
Detroit, Indianapolis, and at Illinois 
and Iowa pointe, but not at St. Louis. 
Kansas City or Memphis. 
At Cin­ 
cinnati it was first supposed that the 
city of Hamilton, 25 miles north, wi s 
on f i r e . 
Th* Associated Press correspondent 
St Lyons, Iowa, gives a typical de­ 


scription aa follow s: 
“From oast to west the northern sky 
bere was illuminated by an immense 
half circle, flaring upward nearly to 
tho zenith. 
At first it was almost 
blood red, a delicate pink and would 
brighten suddenly. 
It began at 6:10 
a. rn., and for an hoar was a gorgeous 
tigh t 
At 7 o'clock it began disap­ 
pearing.” 
Professor Wm. Harkness, of the 
United States naval observatory, at 
Washington, said that although the 
sight was a very fine one, yet the 
greatest display of this character he 
had ever ever witnessed was in 1856 
or 1856, when the lights were seen as 
far south as Havana. 
“Many 
theories,” 
he continued, 
“have been advanced as to the cause 
and extent of the auroras, but after all 
it ii pretty much guess-work. It would 
seem easy 
enough 
to 
determine , 
whether when th elig h ts are visible at 
the north pole they are visible at the 
sooth, yet this point has never been I 
settled. 
If the tneory that the lights 
are caused by electric currents thrown 
off from the poles be true, they should 
be visible both north and south si- 
tncutaneously. 
We have records of 
observations as early as 502. 
I think 
it is a fact that auroras come in cycles, 
say every JO or 12 years, and the elect­ 
ric hypothesis is the usually accepted 
one.

the treatment may be employed as an 
anesthetic, in case of operations; and; 
in short, there appears to be no lim it 
to the extent of the last new medi­ 
co-surgical miracle.

Owing to tiie mild though delightful dis­ 
sip ations of the night before the editors 
were a little late in getting to work yester­ 
day, so that when the meeting wa3 called 
to order in Litt’s lxall the attendance was 
small.

Under the cap tion, “ Indep endence in 
Journalism ,” V.C. Seward, ol the Still water 
Messenger, delved into the fallacies of ed­ 
itorial p artnership , and remarked 
ace- 
tiou-ly tiiat lie honed tlie time would come 
when country journalism would he inde­ 
p endent of p anic-« , typ e founders, pm p er 
manufacturers and sp ring p >oets. In dis­ 
cussing tiiis subject Gen. Jennison said tha*. 
it was nonsense to sup p ose that a p olitieian- 
editor wrote p olitical » tuff simp ly because 
lie was p rnid ¡or it. Tlie indep endent shed 
was also up lor tlie highest bidder, while 
the p arty sheet could only look to one.

This is an injustice to 
j the latter. 
There should Le a distinct prici for each class 
j —the local and the foreign advertistr—-full rates 
to Hic former and a discount to the latter. The

to

advertiser should be 
m aterially less than that charged tile local mer­ 
chant, and 
tile 
publisher could 
arrange a 
j schedule cf rates oil th:* plait without doing an 
mju-tloe to either. 
The reason lor this difference of rates is one 
that m ust be apparent lo every thinking man. 
Tile foreign advertiser eau hope for a very 
small proportion of returns coin pared to Hie

coming from such advantage. 
The, too, Hie foreign or general advertiser 
necessarily uses a large list of palters cf general 
I or national circulation, and by advertising in

; ground which these other papers reach.

The net rate to the adveit.siug agency for for- 
I eign advertisem ents should not exceed, on yearly 
orders with elcctrotvies furnished, one-third of 
■ a cent per agate line for each thousand paid cir- 
j colation, and this rate should alw ays be maiu- 
I tained. 
The public should never, under any cir­ 
cumstances, quote to the ad veiIiser the same 
j net rate which he quotes to the advertising 
agency. 
If tile publisher adopts and m aintains this 
course, the advertiser will gladly ray the rate 
I lot foreign advertising, ami tliere will be no ri­ 
diculous offers to Hie country publisher—that is, 
no more than areal present made to the metro- 
I po.Itan paper.

He is so far well pleased with the 
outcome, and says, as to the expense, 
etc., in his “Grange Visitor:” 
“it took about ii 1-2 hours to run 
the crop through the thresher, at a 
cost of $1.25 per hour for the outfit 
and three men. Tile cost to have run 
the whole twenty-five acres through, 
unhusked, would not have exceeded 
one-third more, and in a favorable 
season like this is tile most expedi­ 
tious and cheapest method of securing 
the corn crop.” 
The above, and other advantages 
mentioned in the next excerpt, seem 
to him manifestly in favor of thresh­ 
ing early, and having the fodder stor­ 
ed dry instead of after exposure to 
autumn rains: 
“The 
fodder 
now occupies 
less 
than half the space it would in the 
bundle, and the unpleasant task of 
handling in the mangers is done away 
with. 
Everything is shredded into 
strips, and much more will be eaten 
by stock than could be expected un­ 
der usual conditions of feeding stalks. 
The refuse left in the mangers makes 
excellent bedding for the animals, and 
is a better absorbent than straw.

Brilliant Illumination. 
On Saturday evening a gorgeou- 
illumination of the heavens was wit­ 
nessed in this latitude and was pos- 
-ibly one of the most wonderful » x- 
hibitions of the aurora ever seen from 
American cities. 
The phenomeuc n 
was observed by astronomers at the 
different universities throughout the 
country and is described as follows I y 
Astronomical Director Hussey, of Ann 
Arbor, Michigan: 
“The brilliant red rose aurora vis 
ble to-night was not altogether unex 
•ected. 
In a general way anrora- 
have been predicted for about this 
nine. 
To-night’s display naturally 
follows the appearance of the groat 
mn spot which has been visible dur­ 
ing the past week. Other aurora dis- 
olays may be expected in the near fti 
ture.” 
Other dispatches to the Associated 
Dress show the phenomenon was wit­ 
nessed at New York, Louisville, Cin­ 
cinnati, Cleveland, Columbus, Toledo, 
Detroit, Iudianapolis, ami at Illinois 
and Iowa points, but not at St. Louis, 
Kansas City or Memphis. 
A! Cin­ 
cinnati it was first supposed that the 
city of Hamilton, 25 miles north, wi s 
on tire. 
The Associated Prsss correspondent 
St Lyons, Iowa, gives a typical de­ 
scription as follows: 
‘‘From east to west the northern sky 
here was illuminated by an immense 
half circle, flaring upward nearly to 
the zenith. 
At first it was almost 
blood red, a delicate pink and would 
brighten suddenly. 
It began at 6:10 
a. m., and for an hour was a gorgeous 
light. At 7 o'clock it began disap­ 
pearing.” 
Professor Wm. Harkness. of the 
United States naval observatory, at 
Washington, said that although the 
sight was a very fine one, yet the 
greatest display of this character lie 
had ever ever witnessed was m 1856 
or 1856, when the lights were seen as 
far south as Havana. 
‘‘Many theories,” 
he continued, 
“have been advanced as to the cause 
and extent of the auroras, but after all 
it ia pretty much guess-work. It would 
seem easy 
enough 
to determine 
whether when the lights are visible at 
the north pole they are visible at the 
south, yet this point has never been 
settled. If the tneory that the lights 
are caused by electric currents thrown 
off from the poles be true, they should 
be visible both north and south si 
multaoeously. 
We have records of 
observations as early as 602. 
I think 
it is a fact that auroras come in cycles, 
say every 10 or 12 years, and the elect­ 
ric hypothesis is the usually accepted 
one. It is possible—yes, I will say 
probable—that more auroras will come 
in the near future. 
The recent mag­ 
netic disturbanc?s were great. The 
magnatometers in the observatory 
were affected.” ______

the treatment may be employed as an 
anesthetic, in caso of operations; and; 
in short, there appears to be no lim it 
to the extent of the last new medi­ 
co-surgical miracle.

way with the mysteries of hypnotism.

N o v e l t i e s in D r e s s C l o t h , 
The greatest novelty in dress cloths 
this season are the plisse cloths. 
These are woven in pleats varying in 
width from a narrow tuck not over 
an inch wide to one or tw o inches 
wide. 
A large proportion of the new 
plisse toile, as these goods are called 
on the im porters’ books, are woven 
in narrow pleats, which give the ef­ 
fect of raised stripes or cords in the 
goods. 
This effect is produced by sep­ 
arating a group of these narrow tucks 
by a wide space of plain cloth, and by 
covering the pleats with a silk or satin 
stripe, which is often in contrasting 
color to the ground of the cloth. Thus 
we have a moon-light blue wool, laid in 
narrow pleats not over an inch wide, 
each pleat beingcovered by a silk stripe 
in silvery gray, and groups of three of 
these narrow’ pleats are separated by

The Minnesota Editors’ and Publishers’ 
association began their 25th annual con­ 
vention in St. I’aul on the loth. 
President 
Hail called the convention to or ler and 
immediately began the delivery of his ann­ 
ual address, in concluding which he said: 
Let us also establish feelings oi brotherhood 
and lines of co-operation which will result in 
plea«Hiiter social relations and secure additional 
business advantages. 
Treasurer 1>. Ranialcv read his report, 
which showed a balance on hand of $80 04. 
Messrs. R, C. Gottry, F. A. Dav, 8. P. Jen- 
nison, F. 0. Neumeicr and Soren l.istoe 
were appointed to act as the committee on 
resolutions. The delegates at the same 
time were requested to hand in to the com­ 
mittee any and all resolutions tiiat they 
were desirous of submitting. 
Messrs. Irv­ 
ing Todd. E. A. Paradis and L Osborn 
were appointed as a committee to receive 
the names ot those wishing to attend the 
next convention ol the national association 
at San Francisco. 
In connection with this 
matter.

B. 
Herherr, ol 
the

tional Journalist ot Chicago, 
explained 
the 
arrangements 
for 
the 
meeting 
of the national association at San Fran­ 
cisco. 
Mr. Ramaley. who, at the last meeting, 
had been appointed as a committee of one 
to ascertain it the form o! the advertisement 
of the tax list could not lie simplified lor 
t lie benefit of country editors, reported that 
tiu re seemed to be no disposition on the 
part of (hose having it in charge to make 
the change. The only hope, in his opin­ 
ion, was legislation. 
A motion was made

AFTERNOON SESSION. 
Fred N. Van Duzee, of the Rock County 
News, read a paperon “The Relationoftlie 
Editor to Politics.” The substance of the 
paj>er is given below: 
The modern and popu:areor.cep>tion of politics 
is not th at prouiu gated by the lexicographer, 
i. e., the science of governm ent, but in a more re­ 
stricted and etym ological sense, politics is the 
science of getting tiie offices. Getting all there is 
in them when obtained, anu holding on to them 
as long us possible, and it is from this stan d ­ 
point that t he editor in com m on with tiie rest 
of mankind considers it. 
Is it not literally true 
tiiat the words of ex-5?enator Ingalls, “ Purity in 
politics 
is 
an 
iridescent 
dieam ?” 
T hat 
this state of affairs is curable as Jong as men 
are constituted as they are. I doubt. 
Purity in 
politics will probably com e along with m any 
other needed reforms, when the millennium ar­ 
rives. 
T hat it can be ame iorated and im­ 
proved 1 have no doubt. 
If you agree with me 
then com es the pertinent question. W hat is the 
relation, or better, the duty of theeditor topol* 
itics'&s lie linds it? 
That we have a d u tytop er- 
torm is plain, and if there is any part of our social 
existence th at needs reform any more than our 
politics, it has yet to be discovered. We cannot 
avoid or shirk the duty. 
Let us endeavor to 
make ofllceboldme more honorable, and we can­ 
not do this by adhering st rictly to party lines 
in our support of a ticket, particularly in local, 
municipal or county affairs. 
Let us be more in­ 
dependent, and as Col. P at Douau advised a 
year ago, “Let us stop puffing peanut politi­ 
cians.'’ 
Gen. S. P. Jennison, o the ReU Wing Re­ 
publican 
took 
the | floor 
and 
began 
a very interesting and lucid disceasion. He 
favored the ideas promulgated by Mr. Van 
Duzee, and considered them able ones and 
worthy of endorsement, 
lie thought it 
should be the duty of every editor to re­ 
main pure in his politics and incorruptible, 
also do his duty toward his lellow man. An 
editor whose vote could 
be purchased 
would, it seemed to him, sell himself just 
as readily. 
As to holding office, the gener­ 
al held that it was the editor s privilege to 
do so. provided he coulu secure one, 
J. L. Stack read a paper on “The R e f ­ 
lations of the Advertising Agency to the 
Country l’aper,” tiie following is a sub­ 
stance of his remarks. 
Is the general advertising agent of any benefit 
to the country publisher? 
It not, why not? 
If 
the publisher is am bitious to enlarge his field 
by having foreign advertisem ents appear in his 
colum ns, then the advertising agent is the link 
which brings him in contact With the outside 
worid ot advertisers, ot whom the publisher 
would not hear, were it n ot for the agent. 
Furtherm ore, the hustling advertising agent 
Is con stan tly creating new advertisers; hence it 
is the duty of the publisher to protect hjtn by 
allow ing him the regular agent's com m ission 
from any figure quoted directly to advertisers. 
The manner in which the average country 
publisher conducts the business departm ent of 
his p ajcr can be m aterially improved. 
lie has, 
usually, no fixed advertising rates which are con­ 
sistent with his pajier's actual paid-in-advance 
circulation. 
The average country publisher values the ad­ 
vertising space in his publication at a certain 
price per inch, whet her the purchaser is a local 
or a foreign advertiser. 
This is an injustice to 
the hitter. 
There should be a distinct pries for each class 
—the local and the foreign advertiser—full rates 
to the former and a discount to the latter. The 
rate 
to 
t he 
foreign 
adverti»er should be 
m aterially less than th at charged the local mer­ 
chant, and 
the 
publisher could 
arrange a 
schedule cf rates on this plau w ithout doing an 
injustice to either. 
TLe reason lor this difference oi rates is one 
that m ust be apparent to every thinking man. 
The foreign advertiser can hope for a very 
sm all proportion of returns compared to the 
home merchant, who is practically addressing 
hm iriends and neighbors and lias every benefit 
coming from such advantage. 
The, too, tiie foreign or general advertiser 
necessarily uses a large iist of papers cf general 
or national circulation, and 
by advertising in 
the local papers lie is covering som e oi tiie 
ground which these other papers reach. 
The net rate to the auveit.siug agency for for­ 
eign advertisem ents should not exceed, on yearly 
orders with electrotype* furnished, one-third of 
a cent per agate line for eacli thousand paid cir­ 
culation, and this rate should alw ays be m ain­ 
tained. 
The public should never, under any cir­ 
cum stances, quote to the advertiser the sam e 
net rate which he quotes to the advertising 
agency. 
If tne publisher adopts and m aintains this 
course, the advertiser will gladly pay the rate 
lor foreign advertising, and there will be 110 ri­ 
diculous offers to tliecountry publisher—that is, 
110 more than are at present made to the m etro­ 
p o lia n paper. 
Adhere to such rate-*, under any 
and all circum stances, and you will be saved, 
n ot only annoyance, but the loss of business 
which you would otherwise secure. 
The following is au illustration of the present 
relations existing bet weeu the advertising agency 
and the country publisher: 
The agency has the country publisher’s rate 
011 tiie, which is. say. SI 2 per inch per year, net. 
The agent divides this price by two, takes off 25 
l<ercent com m ission, and the order goes forward 
to the country publisher at $1.50 net, with a re­ 
quest for a prom pt acceptance, or at least an 
early reply. 
My experience has been in cases of this kind 
that about oue-third of the publishers will ac­ 
cept the price offered: one-third will return the 
order offering to accept it at a trifling advance, 
say a total of $5, and the otner thfrd will con­ 
sign the order to the waste basket unanswered, 
feeling insulted, perhaps, th at the agent should 
offer w hat seems to them such a ridiculously 
low price, and perhaps a t the sam e tim e confid­ 
ing to their desks a wish th at the advertising 
agent was in heaveu. 
Who is to blume—the roblisher or the adver­ 
tising agent? Gentlemen. I say unm istakably 
the former. 
Why? 
Because the country pub­ 
lisher cau and should adopt a fair scale of ad­ 
vertising rates for hi* foreign patrons, and under 
ail circum stance* m aintain these rates and the 
m ost im portant feature of all, allow the adver­ 
tising agent his com m ission from t lie rate quoted 
the advertiser direct. 
But this does n ot imply any necessary antag­ 
onism of interests as between ttie publisher and 
advertising 
agent. 
The 
publisher's 
inter­ 
ests will be best and m ost perm anently sub­ 
served by uniting his efforts with those of the 
ad vet Using agency, proving to the advertiser 
that for the consideration he asks the colum ns 
of his publication offer an ample equivalent. 
The publisher m ust never lose s:gnt of the fact 
th a t the shrewd and successful advertiser places 
ids newspaper advertising through a reputable 
and responsible advertising agency. 
That agen­ 
cy will secure for its client the greatest value for 
the money to be expended, both in extent and 
quality of circulation. 
Jt m atters n ot to tfie agent whether he places 
the advertisem ent in one paper of 10,000 circu­ 
lation or in ten papers ol 1,000 each, and it 
rests with the individual publishers whether 
they shall share in the money invested or allow 
one of their number to secure it all. 
A LENGTHY DISCUSSION 
followed the reading of the paper. 
L Os­ 
borne, of the Glyndon News, started the 
ball rolling by a somewhat lengthy speech. 
B. B. Herbert, proprietor of the National 
Journalist of Chicago, read a paper, “A 
Review of the Quarter Century." 
Mr. H er­ 
bert is an old-time Minnesota editor and 
was at one time president of the state edit­ 
orial association, and his remarks were 
listened to with profound attention and in­ 
terest. His paper was of the reminiscent 
sort, reviewing as it did the work of tiie as­ 
sociation for the past twenty-live years,and 
he brought out a number ot interesting in­ 
cidents connected with the members indi­ 
vidually and as a whole. 
The association 
was organized 011 Feb. 20, 18<r7. and since 
that 
time 
there 
had 
been 
a 
quarter 
of 
a 
century 
of 
suc­ 
cess and sunshine. When he had .con­ 
cluded the meeting was adjourned until 9 
o’clock this morning. 
In the evening the delegates were ten­ 
dered a banquet which was followed by an 
informal dance. 


SECOND DAY. 
Owing to the mild though delightful dis­ 
sipations of the night before the editors 
were a little late in getting to work yester­ 
day, so that when the meeting was called 
to order in Litt’s hall the attendance was 
small. 
A* the lorcnoon advanced, how­ 
ever, the delegates dropped in one by one, 
and were soon engaged in the general dis­ 
cussion and bnsine-s of the hour. 
The 
initial number 011 the programme was the 
reading of a paper 011 “The Country Corre­ 
spondence ol a Country Paper." by Elmer 
E.Adams, of the Fergus Falls Journal. Mr. 
Adams handled the subject in a masterful 
manner, demonstrating to his auditors that 
he knew what he was talking about. Coun­ 
try correspondence, he held, was one ot the 
most important adjuncts to the rural ed­ 
itor's prosperity, and lie believed that a 
quarter of a column of home news was 
worth a page of matter about China and 
Turkey. W. B. Mitchell, of the St. Cloud 
Joqriiai-Praes, and Joseph Leicbt, of the 


Wlnoha Wsstlfcher Herold, were among 
those who discussed the merits and denier* 
Its of Mr. Adams’ reasoning. 
“ THE AXKCa L r o w " 
was the title of a paper read by W. C. 
Whiteman, of the Ortonville Herald-Star, 
and the subject related to the present sys­ 
tem of awarding the county printing. 
He 
was of the opinion that the question should 
be solved by the legislature, and that the 
entire matter of county printing should be 
taken out of the hands o ’ politicians and 
turned over to the people themselves. This 
paper created considerable discu sion, and 
in ihe ensemble the editors coincided with 
the ideas promulgated by Mr. Whiteman. 
Under the caption, “ Independence in 
Journalism,” V.C. Seward, ol the Skill water 
Messenger, delved into the fallacies of ed­ 
itorial partnership, and remarked 
'ace- 
tiously that he honed the time would come 
when country journalism would he inde­ 
pendent ot panic*, type founders, paper 
manulacturers and spring poets. 
In dis­ 
cussing this Mibject Gen. Jennison said that 
it was nonsense to suppose that a politician- 
editor wrote political stuff' simply because 
he was paid lor it. The independent sheet 
was also up lor the highest bidder, while 
the party sheet could only look to one. 
The last paj>er of the morning bore the 
somewhat gruesome title of 
“ jo u r n a l is t ic SUICIDES.'* 
The literal meaning ol the term was,how 
ever, not touched upon, the title being 
used as a simile and the pa per itself dealt 
with the business branches of country iews- 
papers and the occasional lamentable fail­ 
ures of the same, through Inexperience 011 
the part ot the publishers and tiie eventual 
demonstration of the philosophy of the 
survival of the Attest. 
Mr. Gotiry’s advice 
to all was to “Gee a Bonn*.” 
Bo.ore the meeting closed an invitation 
was received from A. J. Meyers of the Lake 
Oitv Sentinel to spend the annual outing at 
Lake l'epin, while Mr. Jonbert of Litch- 
fleld wanted the editors to vi-it Brightwood 
again. The selection of a place was le.t to 
the executive committee. 
THE AFTERNOON SESSION 
began at 2 o’clock and but very few chairs 
were empty. 
No time was wasted in pre­ 
liminaries^ inasmuch a-i the majority of the 
delegates were anxious to conclude the 
business, so as to catch the evening trains 
tor home. E. C. Huntington of the Wiudom 
Reporter was hurried to the p at form and 
read iiis 1 aper on “ The Business End of 
Country Papers.’’ 
Although the topic was 
a somewhat prosaic one, the paper was a 
scholarly one replete with valuable sugges­ 
tions. 
Carl 8. Eastwood, of the Heron Lake 
News, followed Mr. Huntington, and dis­ 
coursed on the subject. “Newspapers and 
the Public,” demonstrating to the conven­ 
tion that the way to run a newspaper is to 
eschew all indulgence 111 personalities, and 
print a “clean, crisp” paper. 
When Mr. 
Eastwood had finished L. 1*. Hunt, of the 
Mankato Free I'rer-s, asked the privilege of 
saying somethi ng 011 
THE WORLD’S FAIR. 
This was accorded him and as Mr. Hunt is 
superintendent of the state exhibit at the 
Columbian exhibit lie wasable to regale the 
editors with something entertaining 011 the 
subject, it was desired, lie said, that the 
newspapers of Minnesota should be credit­ 
ably represented at the air, ami it would be 
apro]K>soi the to : vention to appoint a com­ 
mittee to look afterthe details. In referring 
to the work of the.-‘ate com mission Mr. 
IItint said: 
There have been a great m any unjust eriti- 
eisim* made by i«eople throughout the m ate ou 
the work of tiie com m ission bu- [think we have 
u ot been fully understood. 
The members oft tie 
com m ission rcerfve nothing for their work, and 
they did not expect a n y th i.g when they under­ 
took the work. 
But we know th at the $50,0041 
appropriation is not enough to represent the 
etate properly at this great exposition, and 
therefore we have made ttiis appeal for more 
funds to the j>eop!e. 
I hope all you editors will 
place the m atter before the i«*ople 111 its true 
light,for it all he* 111 their hands whether Minne­ 
so ta is properly represented or not. 
The convention decided to appoint a 
committee oi seven editors, one from each 
congressional district to look after the 
newspaper extiibit, and later a resolution 
was adopted endorsing the actions of the 
state commission and pledging to aid in 
securing enough more funds to make the 
amount, together with what tiie legislature 
appropriated, $100,000. 
THE NEXT MEETING. 
When the question o! fixing the time for 
the next meeting came up, a deletation 
from the Minneapolis Press club, Messrs. 
C. L. Smith an I Herbert Connor, extended 
an invitation to the association on behali 
of the club, to hold the next business 
meeting 
in 
the 
Flour 
City. 
Tin* 
precipitated 
a lengthy and rather heated 
controversy, inasmuch as the constitution 
declares that the meetings were to be held 
in St. I’aul, and several were in favor o 
amending it, so that any place in the state 
could be selected at the discretion of the 
association. 
Th® general sentiment was 
that St. I’aul was the proper j lace to hold 
the meeting* and one or two gentlemen 
stated that their objections to Minneapolis 
were that the city was too small. The 
whole matter finally ended in thecommittee 
on constitution amending the constitution 
so that St. I’tiu! was designated the place to 
meet on tiie veans that the legislature is in 
session, and the time fixed as tlie third 
Thursday in February. On other years the 
convention will be held at any place the 
convention decide. 
White 
the 
above 
amendment was passed, the by-ktws so Ax 
it that it cannot go into effect for one year 
from the time it was offered. 
NEW OFFICE**. 
It did not take long to finish the busi­ 
ness of electing officers, or each one was 
nominated and then elected by acclama­ 
tion.

Newson, present United Htate* con­ 
sul to Malaga, and F. 8. Verbeck of Chi­ 
cago, both of whom are members of the as­ 
sociation. 
W. D. Joubert, of the Litchfield 
News-Ledger, 
presented the association 
with a group picture of the association 
when it was first formed in 18G7. and re­ 
ceived the hearty thanks af the convention. 
RESOLUTIONS. 
The committee 011 resolutions as a grand 
finale to the meeting presented its report, 
which included many appropriate resolu­ 
tions offered by various delegates and the 
association as a whole. The report was 
adopted unanimously. One resolution re­ 
garded adequate 
representation 
at 
the 
world’s fair as a matter of vital importance, 
and 
favored the erection ol Minnesota 
buildings on the fair grounds from materi­ 
als produced in the state. Another thanked 
the daily press of the city, the Press club 
and kindred institutions for the entertain­ 
ment lurniebed at the Windsor; also the 
Press club for the free use of its rooms and 
privileges, and other courtesies. 
Manager 
Frank L. Bixby. ot the Grand, came in lor 
a portion ot the editors’ overflowing thankr 
for the free use of tlie hall and the enter­ 
tainment furnished the ladies at the thea­ 
ter. 
Among the other resolutions was one 
favoring a meeting for the purpose of 
effecting a closer business organization; 
another demanding legislation protecting 
tlie people from exorbitant express rates, 
and a third recommending the charging 0 1 
usual advertising rates for the publication, 
by papers, of party tickets, and calls lor 
conventions, caucuses and public tueet- 
ings. 
The meeting came to a close at 4 o’clock. 
For a few minutes there was a contusion of 
handshaking and leave taking, then the 
hall was empty and the twenty-fifth annual 
convention of brainy men was again one of 
the things of the past.

S a t i s f i e d With C or n T h r e s h in g . 
Mr. A. G. Glidden, Paw Paw, Mich., 
threshed and shocked corn from about 
four acres last fall; moreover, all the 
stalks on twenty-live acres were run 
through the machine and stored in 
the barn, in the finest shape for feed­ 
ing. 
He is so far w ell pleased w ith the 
outcome, and says, as to the expense, 
etc., in his “Grange Visitor:” 
“ It took about ♦’> 1-2 hours to run 
the crop through the thresher, at a 
cost of $1.25 per hour for the outfit 
and three men. The cost to have run 
the whole twenty-live acres through, 
unhusked, would not have exceeded 
one-third more, and in a favorable 
season like this is the most expedi­ 
tious and cheapest method of securing 
the corn crop.” 
The above, and other advantages 
mentioned in the next excerpt, seem 
to him manifestly in favor ol thresh­ 
ing early, and having the fodder stor­ 
ed dry instead of after exposure to 
autum n rains: 
“The 
fodder 
now occupies 
less 
than half the space it would in the 
bundle, and the unpleasant task of 
handling in the mangers is done away 
with. 
Everything is shredded into 
strips, and much more will be eaten 
by stock than could be expected un­ 
der usual conditions of feeding stalks. 
The refuse left in the mangers makes 
excellent bedding for the animals, and 
is a better absorbent than straw.

He will sit on our shoulders and hands 
and beg for food, but as soon as his 
appetite is satisfied he takes what 
more is offered him and hides it away 
in some nook. 
Sometimes tie will put 
it down in my vest pocket or under 
the collar of my outing shirt. V\ ater, 
he likes exceedingly well, and shows 
signs of disgust if w ithout his regular 
bath; and lo, how he will jump in when 
thedishpan is filled with fresh, cool 
liquid—drink, dive, splatter, and yell 
for joy! Then out he goes to the sun­ 
ny lawn and lies down on one sine 
first, spreading the opposite wing:

In doing this the shorter 
and softer leathers should be put by 
themselves 
and 
cured 
either 
in 
the sun and air or by artificial heat. 
It is very necessary to cure the green 
feathers in order to keep them from 
spoiling at the quills and yielding a 
bad odor th a t might ruin the whole 
lot. 
We priced some pillows to-day in a 
furnishing house and were consider­ 
ably set ba- k at the price asked for 
them. Three dollars lor a couple of 
pillows 
th at 
weighed 
only 
four 
pounds 
and 
the 
feath­ 
ers were only second-class a t that. 
The best quality of fresh home-grown, 
put up in factory at Nashville were 
quoted much higher. Tiie first q u o ta­ 
tion was on pillows made in Chicago 
and simply guaranteed to emit no un­ 
pleasant odor. The feathers in them 
felt bunchy and harsh. 
Prime geese 
feathers bring 50 to 70 cents a pound. 
White or Pekin duck feathers sell near­ 
ly as high as g»*e8e feathers. 
it strikes us tiiat in a state as well 
watered as the State of California, 
where water fowl may have ihe ad­ 
vantages of the very best and most 
natural surroundings, it would pay to 
raise ducks and geese for their feathers 
and meat. The latter can certainly 
be sold a t cost of production, which 
leave the feathers produced as clear 
profit.—Breeder and Horseman.
